The chief cause of weedy-mindedness is indecision. 

It is as conducive to a cluttered mind as laziness 
on the part of the owner is to a weedy garden.

Don't Marry Until You Have Had Your 
Playtime and Know What Sort of a Hus- 
band You Want for Keeps—And When 
You Do Marry Be a Good Enough Sport 
to Do Your Part Without

To begin with, the girl of 16, 17 or 18 has the unformed tastes of a 
child. She has no more idea of what sort of a man she is going to want 
@nd admire when she i# 25 than ehe has of what kind of a hat she ts going 
to want. The boy who fires her fancy When she is a schoolgirl bores her 
to tears when she is a mature woman. 

Practically no woman who fatied to marry her first sweet - 
heart cvery motts him ain withont feeling like falling on her 
knees and thanking God for her miraculous escape. 

There is no use in saying that the girl who marries in her teens will 
be developed by her husband and grow into being just part of him. That 
isn't true. A girl develops into what nature made her. Heredity and early 
environment have settled that point, and it is sheer luck if she and her 
husband are congenial after she has grown up. Generally they are not. 


When the iy comes in, when the young wife has wn 
sick and tired of man who was once her girlish fancy the 
man who t# her real mate and with whom she falls in love with 
all the passion of her mature women's heart. 


The girl who marries too voung is miserable and dissatisfied because 
she has not had her playtime. She is not ready to settle down. She wants 
to dance and frolic and have a good time. She wants the admiration of 
men, and it is her reaching out after the pleasures of girlhood that she 
has no right to, as a married woman, that fills the world with quarreling 
young couples, and clogs up the dockets of the divorce courts. 


They are more to be pitied than blamed, these poor young creatures | 


who have taken burdens upon themselves that their weak young shoulders 
are not strong enough to bear; who are not old enough to have acquired 
# philosophy to meet their daily needs, and who are crushed. by duties 
and responsibilities they are too immature to have assumed. 

To the girl mother a baby is an unwelcome brat that inter- 
feres with her going to dances. Her home ts a prison, her housr- 
work slavery. To the mature women who has had her fill of play- 
ing a baby is God's benediction on her womanhood, her home a 
palace of dreams come true and her housework a labor of love. 

“There is a time for everything,” says the Good Book. Especi- 
ally there is a time for marrying, and if firts waslld only wait to 
marry until they are ready for it, 11 would do away with half of 
the domestic discord of the world. 


The first lesson, then, in the atory of the girl who killed herself be- 
cause she could not endure the slavery of having to take care of her 
home and her baby ig not to marry until you have hed your playtime and 
are ready to etttle down. 

The second lesson is to realize that marriage is a working 
nership, tn which the wife must do her part just as much as 
er husband must do his. 


A lot of girls don't think of this. they think of marriage ag being all 
beer and skittles for them. They think that emancipates them from 
mama's control or frees them from having to punch the time clock in a 
store or office, and that it gives them a free meal check and shopping 
ticket for life. 

They never think of the obligations it lays upon them or of any re- 
turn that they must make to their husbands for all that their husbands 
do for them. Nothing is more common than to hear women complaining 
about having to do their housework and how troublesome their children 
wre, They posé as martyrs to their families 


It does not seem to occur to them that they are merely doing 
* their part in life, that they are only performing the duties they 
undertook when they got married. They work no harder than 
their husbands do, yet you rarely hear a man asking for the 
sympathy of the public becanee he hes to toil to —— his wife 
and children. Still less does he consider himself a slave. 
So the moral of this story is—don't marry until you are ready 
to go about the real busimess of life, and when you do marry be
